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To  accomplish  the  work  which  the 
Church  and  the  State  have  a  right  to 
expect  of  it  as  an  educational  institu- 
tion, Missouri  Valley  College,  under 
the  authority  of  the  Synod  of  Missouri, 
is  going  to  raise  a  Half  Million  Dollars 
by  Dec.  31,  1921.  This  year  is  the 
Big  Year. 
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Thirty-three  years  a  Trustee  of  Missouri  Valley  College;  for 
many  years  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Only  member 
left  of  the  original  Board  which  held  its  first  meeting  June  13,  1888. 
He  is  still  on  the  job. 
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NOTE  WELL. 

This  is  the  most  important  issue  of  the  July 
Bulletin  since  the  publication  began  many  years  ago. 
Its  importance  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  has  many 
suggestions  of  information  bearing  upon  the  Half 
Million  Campaign  that  is  being  organized  for  Missouri 
Valley  College. 

Please  look  thru  it  carefully,  as  every  item  is 
supposed  to  interest  you  from  some  angle.  The 
pictures  will  appeal  to  you  and  interest  you,  but  we 
hope  you  will  see  more  in  this  number  than  is  repre- 
sented by  the  pictures. 

The  biggest  thing  to  see  is  an  opportunity  to  be 
of  service  to  your  church,  to  your  State,  to  your 
Nation,  and  to  the  world,  by  helping  to  make  one 
institution  a  stronger  and  more  efficient  institution. 


POSSESSION  AND  NEEDS. 

Missouri  Valley  College,  according  to  the  Auditor, 
already  has  the  following  valuable  assets:  A  campus 
of  forty  acres  (less  the  streets),  appraised  at  $13,- 
318.17. 
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Improvements  on  the  campus,  such  as  walls, 
arches,  fountain,  sidewalks,  grandstand,  bleachers, 
stables,  appraised  at  $15,745.22. 

Six  buildings,  including  the  Administration 
Building  with  forty-six  rooms,  $113,648.08;  Stewart 
Chapel,  containing  nineteen  rooms,  $82,446.09;  Birck- 
head  Dormitory  for  Boys,  containing  thirty-one  rooms, 
$20,165.56;  Louisa  Campbell  Dormitory  for  Girls, 
containing  twenty-seven  rooms,  $34,308.35;  Engine 
House,  containing  six  rooms,  $15,591.37;  Gymnasium, 
containing  seven  rooms  (when  finished),  $40,000.00 
(estimated).  Total  valuation  of  all  above  six  build- 
ings being  $306,159.45, 

Equipment,  including  furniture,  apparatus, 
museum  stock,  musical  instruments,  pictures,  statu- 
ary, books,  periodicals,  pamphlets,  etc.,  valued  at 
$133,417.97;  cash,  accounts  receivable  and  notes 
receivable,  $11,915.63,  making  a  total  valuation  of 
grounds,  buildings,  and  other  material  equipment  of 
$468,640.81. 

In  addition  thereto  an  endowment  of  $341,488.25. 

The  above  does  not  include  the  bequests,  in  pro- 
cess of  maturity  and  certain  to  the  College,  valued  at 
considerably  above  $199,000.00;  making  total  assets 
of  all  kinds,  productive  and  non-productive,  of 
$1,021,044.69. 

This  looks  like  a  good  start  for  an  institution,  but 
there  are  two  things  which  make  it  wholly  inadequate. 
First:  It  does  not  enable  us  to  take  care  of  as  many 
students  in  dormitories  as  ought  to  be  there.  We 
need  another   Girls'    Dormitory   and   another    Boys* 
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Dormitory.  We  also  have  outgrown  our  Library 
quarters  of  five  rooms  in  Stewart  Chapel.  We  need 
a  separate  building  for  the  Library. 

We  also  need  to  get  the  Literary  Societies  and 
the  Christian  Associations  out  of  the  Main  Building 
into  a  separate  building  of  their  own. 

Another  very  important  need  is  increased  en- 
dowment in  order  that  we  may  be  able  to  pay  our 
present  Faculty  more  adequate  salaries  than  they  are 
receiving.  They  have  been  denying  themselves  for 
the  service  of  the  church  and  in  a  philanthropic  spirit, 
but  it  is  time  now  that  with  the  increased  expenses 
of  living  they  should  have  more  adequate  salaries. 
That  will  require,  according  to  the  estimates  of  the 
General  Education  Board,  at  least  $300,000.00  more 
endowment.  Then,  we  need  additional  Faculty. 
During  the  war  two  of  our  teachers  were  discontinued 
in  order  that  we  might  keep  our  expenses  within  our 
income.  These  need  to  be  replaced  and  two  others 
added  in  order  to  make  our  Faculty  what  it  should 
be  for  an  undergraduate  institution  serving  such  a 
constituency  as  we  serve.  It  will  require  $200,000.00 
more  endowment  in  order  to  reach  this  point. 

It  will  be  plainly  seen,  therefore,  that  our  Half 
Million  is  far  short  of  what  is  really  needed  in  order 
to  put  the  College  at  the  highest  point  of  efficiency. 
Of  course,  it  is  a  bad  time  to  seek  money,  as  finances 
are  close;  everybody  is  depressed;  merchants  and 
farmers  are  alike  embarrassed,  but  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  Colleges  and  churches  are  just  as  much 
embarrassed  as  anybody,  and  have  their  needs  just 
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the  same.  We  must  not  think  of  allowing  our  in- 
stitutions to  suffer  because  we,  ourselves,  feel  some- 
what cramped  financially.  The  times  are  telling  hard 
on  educational  institutions  and  that  is  the  reason 
that  such  institutions  are  in  the  field  for  increased 
funds.  There  is  no  institution  in  all  the  country, 
hardly,  that  is  not  crowded  to  the  wall  for  need  of 
funds  in  these  strenuous  times.

Dean  is  greatly  pleased  with  his  work.

Joseph  William  Fisher  on  Thursday,  June  30th,  1921, 
in  Marshall. 
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Miss  Pauline  Rice  was  married  to  Mr.  Louis

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Secretaries' 
Association  it  was  learned  that  a  total  of  $150,000,000 
is  being  sought  for  College  endowment  funds  in  the 
United  States.  $110,000,000  has  already  been  col- 
lected. There  were  sixty  members  of  the  Association 
present,  representing  Colleges  in  all  parts  of  the 
country. 


The  New  York  Herald  says  that  the  n  pidly  fall- 
ing value  of  the  dollar  has  resulted  in  the  increasing 
necessity  for  enlarged  endowments  in  institutions  of 
learning,  hence  the  universal  movement  of  Colleges 
for  increased  endowments.  Nearly  every  one  of  the 
six  hundred  and  seventy  Colleges  and  professional 
schools  of  the  country  is  feeling  the  pressure  of  the 
situation.  There  is  nothing  individual  about  the 
campaign.  It  is  a  universal  necessity  among  the 
Colleges  and  all  are  working  among  their  patrons  and 
friends  for  increased  resources. 

The  New  York  Herald  has  made  a  study  of  the 
situation  and  says  that  the  decreased  value  of  the 
dollar  is  at  the  bottom  of  this  very  necessary  move- 
ment. The  Herald  laments  that  in  spite  of  the 
extraordinary  movement  for  funds  the  colleges  are 
neatly  all  facing  deficits. 
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The  Bureau  of  Education  at  Washington  says 
that  American  Colleges  need  a  large  annual  total  of 
benefactions  which  can  be  added  to  productive  funds. 


Marietta  College  in  Ohio  has  just  added  $555,- 
586.00  to  its  endowment  in  a  campaign  for  a  Half 
Million.  Of  this  amount,  $72,000.00  came  from  the 
Alumni  and  other  residents  of  Marietta  and 
000.00  from  Alumni  outside  of  Marietta. 


At  its  recent  Commencement  Cumberland  Uni- 
versity conferred  the  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  on 
Rev.  E.  B.  Surface  of  Ponca  City,  Oklahoma. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College 
at  its  recent  meeting  on  June  1st,  1921,  appointed 
President  W.  H.  Black  as  Director  of  the  Half  Million 
campaign. 


Nathan  J.  Salyer,  '21,  and  Miss  Maree  Hudiburg, 
of  the  Freshman  Class,  were  married  soon  after  Com- 
mencement and  will  probably  be  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
in  the  Seminary  next  year.

The  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  is  engaged  in 
an  attempt  to  raise  money  for  its  educational  institu- 
tions. The  City  of  Memphis,  Tennessee,  alone  con- 
tributed $600,000.00  to  this  fund.  The  Synod  of 
South  Carolina,  in  the  Southern  Church,  raised 
$1,160,000.00  for  their  educational  institutions.  The 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  of  the  Southern  Church, 
raised  $1,338,000.00.  The  Synod  of  Texas,  Southern 
Church,  raised  $1,300,000.00.  The  Synod  of  Missouri 
of  the  Southern  Church,  with  14,449  members,  is 
undertaking  to  raise  $500,000.00  for  its  educational 
institutions  in  this  State.  With  such  examples  before 
us  it  ought  not  to  be  difficult  for  the  Synod  of  Missouri 
of  the  Presbvterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
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America,  with  three  times  the  membership  of  the 
Southern  Church,  to  raise  $600,000.00  for  education 
this  year.  If  Memphis,  Tennessee,  can  give  $600,- 
000.00  alone,  St.  Louis  can  easily  give  $200,000.00 
and  Kansas  City  $100,000.00. 


WHAT  MISSOURI  VALLEY  COLLEGE  IS 
DOING  FOR  EDUCATION. 

Collated  by  Prof.  J.  J.   Dynes,  A.  M. 

The  class  of  1921  was  the  thirty-second  class  to 
graduate  from  Missouri  Valley  College.  During  the 
thirty-two  years  402  students  received  their  degrees, 
(221  men  and  181  women).  Of  this  number  217 
(54%)  became  teachers,  77,  or  35%,  of  the  men  who 
graduated  took  up  teaching  as  a  profession  and  140 
or  77%  of  the  women  graduates  selected  teaching 
for  their  vocation.  At  present  34  men  and  68  women 
are  teaching  and  3  men  and  1  woman  directing 
athletics  and  physical  training,  making  a  total  of 
106  men  and  women  engaged  in  the  profession  of 
teaching. 

The  majority  of  these  men  and  women  are  teach- 
ing in  high  schools  and  are  to  be  found  in  the  best 
high  schools  of  the  country  as  Kansas  City;  Butte, 
Montana;  Portland,  Oregon;  Spokane,  Washington; 
Brooklyn,  New  York.  Others  are  holding  positions 
as  supervisors,  principals  and  superintendents  in  some 
of  the  best  schools  in  the  country,  while  many  are 
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teaching  in  normal  schools,  colleges  and  universities. 
Prof.  I.  N.  Evrard,  Dean  of  Missouri  Valley  College; 
Prof.  C.  L.  Fichthorn,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Music, 
Missouri  Valley  College;  Prof.  W.  H.  Zeigel,  Dean  of 
the  State  Teachers  College,  Kirksville,  Missouri,  are 
graduates  of  Missouri  Valley  College.  Graduates  of 
Missouri  Valley  College  are  teaching  in  the  State 
Teachers  Colleges  of  Missouri,  in  normal  schools  in 
Kansas  and  Colorado,  and  in  colleges  and  universities 
in  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Tennessee,  Texas  and  Okla- 
homa, also  in  Yale  University,  New  Haven,  Connecti- 
cut, and  in  Regina  College,  Saskatchewan,  Canada. 

During  the  summer  many  high  school  graduates 
register  and  after  completing  the  term's  work  go  out 
and  teach  in  the  rural  schools.  A  few  students  will 
take  one  or  two  years  of  college  work  and  then  go  out 
to  teach  in  the  rural  schools  or  in  third  class  high 
schools.  About  one-sixth  of  the  undergraduates  go 
out  to  teach  before  they  complete  their  college  course. 
The  majority  of  these  students,  however,  come  back 
and  take  their  degrees.  For  this  class  of  students 
the  summer  school  of  Missouri  Valley  College  has 
been  a  wonderful  help,  as  the  summer  is  the  only  time 
when  they  can  attend  college  and  complete  the  work  for 
their  degrees.  Missouri  Valley  College  has  also  organiz- 
ed special  classes  for  the  benefit  of  the  teachers  of  Mar- 
shall and  the  communities  in  the  vicinity  of  Marshall. 

This  brief  review  will  suggest  the  work  that  Mis- 
souri Valley  College  is  doing  in  the  field  of  education 
and  the  influence  she  has  in  furthering  the  highest 
ideals  in  the  community  and  the  state.

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WHAT  WE  DO  FOR  THE  DOCTORS 
AND  THE  PEOPLE. 


Recognizing  the  facts  that  two  of  the  most  im- 
portant direct  and  indirect  bearings  of  the  science  of 
Biology  upon  the  practical  life  and  general  welfare 
of  the  people  are  in  its  application  to  the  problems 
of  Agriculture  and  to  the  problems  of  the  health  of 
the  people,  the  Department  of  Biology  of  Missouri 
Valley  College  has  sought  to  attain  these  two  ends, 
not  only  in  its  classes  in  Agriculture  and  the  several 
courses  in  Biology  and  Preventive  Medicine,  but 
also  in  many  Laboratory  studies  in  various  phases  of 
Pathology.  These  Pathological  studies  have  covered 
a  wide  range,  including  such  work  as  various  blood 
tests,  microscopic  examinations  of  blood,  sputums, 
pleural  fluids,  and  various  other  fluids  of  the  body, 
pathological  tissues,  dog's  brain  for  diagnosis  of 
Hydrophobia,  and  many  other  chemical  and  bac- 
teriological studies  that  have  greatly  assisted  nearly 
all  the  physicians  of  Saline  county  and  a  few  of  near- 
by counties.  Such  assistance  to  the  doctors  in  mak- 
ing accurate  diagnoses  has  in  many  cases  made  it 
possible  for  them  so  to  direct  their  treatment  as  to 
prolong  the  life  of  many  patients.  For  example,  a 
certain  blood  examination  proved  that  a  surgical 
operation  must  be  done  within  a  few  hours,  and  when 
performed,    the   patient   was   well   in   a   few   weeks. 
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Another,  suffering  from  an  infection  by  a  germ  deter- 
mined by  microscopic  and  cultural  examination  to  be 
the  cause  of  an  approaching  paralysis,  was  soon 
relieved,  and  the  unfavorable  symptoms  passed  away. 
Again,  a  child  bitten  by  an  apparently  harmless  dog 
was  treated  with  the  Pasteur  anti-rabic  vaccine, 
when  it  was  discovered  by  a  microscopic  examination 
of  the  dog's  brain  that  the  dog  was  suffering  from 
Hydrophobia,  and  the  child  did  not  develop  the  much- 
dreaded  disease.  Prof.  Benj .  L.  Seawell  does  the  above 
important  work. 

The  Educational  Service  Bulletin,  in  its  College 
Supplement  for  July,  contains  the  following  interest- 
ing items : 

"Wellesley  succeeded  in  raising  $2,700,000,  its 
first  quota  of  $9,000,000  it  plans  to  secure  in  five 
years. 

Syracuse  University  is  starting  a  campaign  for 
$1,500,000. 

Allegheny  College  went  over  the  top  in  its  cam- 
paign for  $1,250,000. 

The  productive  endowment  of  American  Colleges 
is  now  about  $600,000,000,  a  gain  of  about  $100,- 
000,000  in  three  years.  Notwithstanding  this  in- 
crease in  endowment  it  is  unusual  for  a  college  to 
close  the  year  without  a  deficit.  Nearly  all  colleges 
are  now  engaged  in  endowment  campaigns.  The 
Harvard  drive  recently  netted  $12,000,000  in  pledges 
to  be  paid  over  a  period  of  years  and  to  be  used  ex- 
clusively for  endowment  purposes.  Princeton  ob- 
tained  $8,000,000   through   a   similar  drive.     Funds 
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for  operating  expenses  must  naturally  come  primarily 
from  endowment.  A  recent  study  of  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Education  revealed  the  fact  that  students 
in  public  educational  institutions  paid  about  $14,- 
000,000  in  tuition  as  compared  to  a  total  income  of 
about  $65,000,000,  and  the  latter  was  far  from 
sufficient  to  pay  expenses." 


All  the  Presbyteries  have  accepted  their  allot- 
ments, appointed  their  Committees  to  raise  the 
amount  allotted  by  the  Synod  of  Missouri  at  its  meet- 
ing last  October  in  Carthage.  Some  of  the  Com- 
mittees are  very  active,  organizing  for  their  campaign, 
and  planning  to  raise  the  allotment  without  fail. 
The  Committee  in  St.  Louis  Presbytery  and  the  Com- 
mittee in  Sedalia  Presbytery  have  been  especially 
active  and  have  reached  an  advanced  stage  of  prepara- 
tion. All  the  Presbyterial  Committees  are  well 
selected  and  composed  of  efficient  men.  Some  of  the 
Committees  are  still  incomplete,  but  so  far  as  nomi- 
nated, at  going  to  press,  they  are  as  follows:
